SEEMS TO BE THE FATE OF TAE 
REPUBLICAN PARTY. 


TOM PLANT «WILL BE FOR HIM, 


And Steve B, Elkins Thinks That It Would 
Be Suicidal Not to Renominate Him. 
' Senator Peffer's Luxuriousness. 

WASHINGTON, March 13.—[Special.]—It 
Jooks as if the republican party would have to 
swallow Ben Harrison again. He is already 
trimming his sails to the presidential breeze, 
and many of the big republican politicians, 
who were fighting in the forecastle less than 
six weeks ago, are getting ready to abandon 
the mutiny and man the pumps. They look 
upon the matter from the standpoint of prac. 
tical politics, and believe Harrison’s renomi- 
nation is the only way to save the ship from 
sinking. Perhaps no two republican poli- 
ticians are nearer the push-button of the re- 
publican national machine than Thomas 
Collier Platt, the New York boss, and Steven 
B, Elkins, of West Virginia. They are both 
president makers. It is an historical fact that 
they were principally instrumental in bringing 
about Harrison’s nomination. 

An evening paper states on the most reliable 
authority that Mr. Platt, when in this city 
several weeks ago, told President Harrison 
that his administration had, in almost every 
particular, been satisfactory to both the party 
and the country,and that he was entitled to 
another term. Indeed, he went further—and 
Tom Platt isnot much prone to flattery—he 
said that the president was stronger than any 
one in the party. When he returned to the 
Arlington that-night, Mr. Platt -reported in 
substance to a friend what he had told the 
president, and added : 

‘‘We can't get out of renominating Harrison. 
It is idJe to think ofany one else. I say this 
from the standpoint of a practical politician. 
In 1888 the democrats were obliged to renomi- 
nate Cleveland. For the same reason the re- 


- publicans will have to renominate Harrison in 


1892, sink orswim. If we fail totake up Har- 
rison, then we'confess that his administration 
was a failure. Wecouldn’t face the country 
on such an issue and win. Harrison must be 


«given another chance.”

SENATOR PEFFER’S LUXURIOUSNESS, 

Senator Peffer, who was elected to succeed 
Ingalls by the horny-handed sons of toil in 
Kansas, has stepped into Ingalls’s shoes with 
8 yengeance.

HUSTON AND HARRISON. 


The Treasurer Keturns to Washington and 
Is Interviewed. 

WASHINGTON, March 13.~Treasurer Haston re- 
turned to Washington this afternoon from a visit 
to his home, in Connersville, Ind., and resumed his 
duties at the treasury department. He said he 
was sick in bed nearly the entire time he was in 
Indiana, and consequently had taken no part 
whatever in politics and had had nothing to do 
with polling the state legislature in regard to 
presidential preferences. He did not know, he 
said, how long he would retain bis»present office 
He tendered his resignation to the president on 
February 24th, in order that his successor might 
be appointed during the session of the senate, and 
he fas not heard from the president one 
way or the other since that date. e said, how- 
ever, that he wanted it unders that he had not 
resigned in a “pet,” and that he had ony the 
friendliest feeling for the president. While he 
had acted in perfect good faith in the matter, he 
did not wish to embarrass the president in any 
way, and therefore he could not at present say 
how long he would continue to perforin the duties 
of treasurer. It rested entirely with the president.

ALONG THE MISSISSIPPI. 


The River Situation Is Serious but Not 
Alarming. 

ME™MPHISs, Tenn., March 13.-[Special.]—The river 
situation is serious, but not alarming. The break 
in the levee at Robinsonville, Coahoma county, 
Mississippi, is occupying the §attention of levee 
and railroad men, and preparations for an attempt 
to close it are being made. Major J, M. Edwards, 
general manager of the Louisville, New Orleans 
and Texas railroad is on the spot, and is co- 
operating with the government engineers, Ad- 
vices from him today state that the crevasse is 200 
feet wide, and from4 to6 deep. The ends are 
firm and there is do widening, and it is believed 
that the break can be repaired. The rush of water 
through the crevasse is checked to a great extent 
by an old levee on the outside. The Bolivar loop 
of the Louisville, New Orleans and Texas road is 
overflowed at one point so that trains cannot pass. 
The main line from Memphis to New Orleans 1s all 
right, however,and the railroad officials are not 
apprehensive that traftic over it will be impeded 
by the water. It cannot be by the present break, 
for it is not large enough to flood the country to 
the extent necessary to produce such a result. 
There is no suffering in the overflowed district, 
and will not be, the “‘tlood sufferer” of the Missis 
sippi valley being a pigment of the over-enthusi-

And the Miners Are in a Destitute Con- 
dition. 

ZANESVILLE, O., March 13.—Work at The coal 
mines of Rondville, Hocking county, twenty miles 
southwest of this city, has been suspended for 
several weeks. The miners are in a destitute con- 
dition, and the families of most of them are suf- 
fering for the necessaries of life, Yesterday fifty 
of them proceeded ina body to McCoy & Williams’s 
store and broke it open and carried off thirty bar- 
rels of flour and several hundred pounds of meat. 
They made no attempt to conceal their identity, 
but said they had to steal or starve. Active meas- 
ures are being taken to inquire into the wants of 
the people and relieve the suffering.

The Blizzard in England. 

Lonpox, March 13.—While, throughout the 
London district the thaw has set in and is causing 
considerable inconvenience, there are no signs of 
moderation in the severity of the weather in the 
southwest of England.

Thomas Moore, one of the best known citizens of 
Franklin, N. C., a member of the wealthy firm of 
Moore & Son, this week shot and instantly killed 
his aged wife, while she was in bed.

Moore was at once disarmed. He had been 
drinking heavily for several days, and the murder 
was committed while he was suffering from the 
delirium tremens.

High failure created a big sensation in 
Madison when the news had spread over 
the county and the people from the rural 
districts began to realize the fact that W. 
lL. High had really failed. There was a 
great feeling of consternation manifested on 
the part of his depositors all day today. 
Men, white and colored, have poured into 
this city, looking after the various 
amounts due them as creditors, and taking 
such steps as they hope will secure the 
payment of their money. 

READS LIKE A NOVEL. 

The story reads like a novel. Three days 
ago nine out of every ten men one would 
meet in Morgan county, if asked the ques- 


‘tion, would reply that they considered Mr. 


W. L. High worth at least $100,000 in clean 
cash. The people all believed his check, 
his signature to any paper, was as good as 
so much gold. 

And he has been conducting a large 
banking business, mainly through the hold 
he had upon the love, respect, esteem and 
confidence of the people of this section. 

THE LIABILITIES. 

Today his liabilities are more than donble 
his assets, and a conservative estimate puts 
his ability to meet his debts at less than 
50 cents on the doilar. 

All day long Messrs. H. C. Pennington 
and John A. Saye, Mr. High’s clerk, as- 
sisted by My M. E. High, a nephew of the 
unfortunate banker, have been preparing a 
statement of the affairs of the bank, which 
will be made known tomorrow or Monday. 

His exact indebtedness cannot be esti- 
mated at present, but itcan be put down at 
$100,000. What his assets will be is un- 
known, as his affairs are in such a shape 
as to render an estimate impossible, 

SOME OF THE LOSERS. 

Some of the depositors and losers are as 
follows: Mr. J. A. Fannin, $20,000; Phin- 
izy & Co., Augusta, $10,000, overdrawn ac- 
count; Lowry Banking Company, of Atlanta, 
$7,000; Walton & Penn, depositors, $2,000;

AT THE POINT OF DEATH. 

All the way through, making bare all 
the facts, dealing out the money he has, 
and meeting all the deposits as fast as possi- 
ble, the feeble condition of Mr. High’s 
health, his recent defeat in the election of 
county treasurer, and his financial embar- 
rassment, all combine to place him in a 
sad condition. Doctors were in attendance 
upon his bedside today, and his friends say 
his death would not be unexpected at any 
moment, 

Despite the storm that now hovers abont 
his pathway, the shadows which bedarken the 
end of his life’s journey, though standing on 
the verge of a financial as well as an earthly 
grave, William I. High still bears the love 
and respect of thousands of people all over 
Georgia, whose confidence in him is un- 
shaken. The effect on the city, of this 
failure, will not retard the growth, nor effect 
the good name of the growing city long, if 
at all. She is too deep-rooted in the soil of 
prosperity to halt at such obstacles. 

Already there are men who are ready to 
start another bank, while the bank of Madi- 
son is flourishing with a $75,000 paid up 
capital. Mr, RK. U. Thomason is already 
engaged in the banking business, and will 
enter into it upon a larger scale.

He explained the increase in the 
yalue of certain engines—the Senator, for ex- 
ample—valued at $450 in 1870, and at $650 
twenty years later; the I. W. Lewis valued at 
¢500 in 1870, and at $2,400 in 1890. This was 
pecause the engines had been modernized or 


entirely rebuilt. 

“Now,’’ Mr. Clark was asked, ‘‘tell what 
were your instructions as to the make-up of 
this inventory of 1890?”’ 

“We object,’’ said Judge Hall. 

By dint of close questioning, however, Mr. 
Clark was brought to state that the appraisers 
were instructed by President Joseph E 
Brown to give to the state—as opposed to the 
jessees—the benefit of all doubts in fixing .the 
yalues of property. 

Then crossties. 

“The 1800 ties are better by one-sixth than the 
yevoties,’’ said Mr. Clark, “for they are seven 
inches thick where the 1870 ties were only six 
inches thick, the dimensions being the same.” 

“In 1870,” said Mr. Julius L, Brown, ‘‘you said 
the ties then on the road were ‘good.’ What did 

ou mean by ‘yood’””’ 

“Object,” said Judge Anderson. 

“The witness should not be allowed to corret or 
change, by oral testimony,” he explained, “this 
official written docuinent of twenty years ago.” 

The question was allowed, 

“In the report of 1570,’ said Mr. Clark, “we used 
thé ter ‘good’ in a general sense. Inthe report 
of 1200 the ties are classified, and ‘good’ 18 one 
classification.” 

Then, Mr. Clark meant “good”? one way in 1870 
and “good”’ another way in 1890? He did. **Good” 
moantan average in 1870? Itdid. In 1890 “good”’ 
was one of three or four classes? It was. When 
Mr. Clark said that the ties in 1870 were “good” he 
didn't mean that none of them were “pad?” He 
did nct. Were there any ‘*bad’’ ties on the road in 
70? There were. So that, white thetiesin 1870 
were generally classed ‘‘good,”’ not all of them were 
Heood'’’ They were not. Etc » ete., etc. : 

Then how did Mr. Ciark know that the engine 
J. VW. Lewis had atender? The master mechanic 
toldhimso. Did Mr. Clark inspect that engine 
personally? No. Then all Mr. Clark knew avout 
that engine having a tender was what the master 
mechanic told him? It was, etc., etc., etc. 

Finally the cross-examination got into com- 
paring the table on page 5of one report with 
the table on page 63 of anuther book, and page 49 
of another gee args oe the rails were 88 instead 
of 75, then what difference would that make, 
allowing for the nine and one-hali miles of addi- 
tional main track and twelve miles of siding, and 
computing the price atthe New York price, less 
the freight.

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THE BRIDGE COMMITTEE WANTS 
MORE BRIDGES. 
Mr. Turner and Mr. McBride Want North 
and South Atlanta Tied Together. 
The Dickey Kuilding. 


The standing committee on bridges was the 
last one created by the general council. 

But it is rapidly becoming one of the most 
intportant elements in the city government. 

This year it is one of the strongest of the 
council, and if Mayor Hempbill’s successors 
have as good material from which to form that 
committee they may congratulate themselves. 

Messrs. Turner, Rice and McBride, three of 
Atlanta’s most progressive and solid citizens, 
compose the committee at present. 


Since the organization of the committee, 


more work towards connecting the two sides of 
the city by bridges has been done than ever 
before in the history of Avlanta. 

The committee has arranged for the Forsyth 
street bridge, and has repaired the Broad street 
bridge. Every member has given the question 
@ careful consideration, and today they are 
thoroughly posted on what the city needs in 
their line. 

“When I was appointed a member of that 
committee by Mayor Hemphill,” said Mr. 
furner yesterday, “I had no idea that the 
field was 80 large, and that the work would re- 
quite somuch time, attention and study as it 
does."’ 

“Neither did I,” said Mr. McBride, who 
was present. 

“Does it take much time?” was asked. 

“In the way of study a great deal. The com- 
mittee is now one of the most important in the 
city government and it will increase in import- 
ance every year for several years to come.” 

“How so?” 

“This way. We have arranged -for the building 
of Forsyth street bridge this year, and have re- 
paired Broad street bridge. Next year we will 
have to build a new bridge on Broad street.”’ 

“And repair several other bridges,” said Mr. 
McBride. ‘There’s the Bell street bridge which 
is about gone.”’ 

“Yes, 1 think,” resumed Mr. Turner, ‘‘that the 
city council will have to set aside $50,000 every 
year for bridges for the next five or ten years. 
Next year while we are building the new bridge 
on Broad we will have to spare money to repair the 
Bell street bridge as Mr. McBride says.”’ 

“And there’s the Jones avenue bridge,” said 
Mr. McBride.” 

“Yes, that’s about done for,” said Mr. Turner: 
“After finishing the Broad street bridge we will 
have to build one the next year on Bell street. 
Then there's the bridge on Jones avenue and the 
one on Magnolia Street, bothina bad fix. If we 
can build one each year we will be doing well.”’ 

“We want to build good ones too,” said Mr. 
McBride, ‘solid iron bridges which will be good 
for all time.” 

“Then it's only a question of time,”’ said Mr. 
Turner, ‘‘when we will have to bridge Loyd or 
Pryor street.” 

‘But how will you dothat? The street is now 
on the same grade as the railroad.” 

“We will have to start far enough away from 
the railroad,” said Mr. Turner, “to approach the 
bridge over the tracks by a gradual ascent; we will 
leave the sidewalks unmolested as we intend to 
leave them on Forsyth street.” 

“Then,” he went on, ‘*we will soon have to have 
a bridge over Whitehall for pedestrians. I think 
we have a plan feasible for this. 

“After all this has been done, we will find it 
necessary to bridge the tracks of the Central and 
West Point roads to extend Alabama street. That 
street must be extended. The people in the west- 
ern part of the city have no way over, unless they 
go by Nelson strect bridge or by Mangum street. 
Give them acontinuation over Alabama street, 
and Taylor hill will be as delightful a place as any 
part of Atlanta.” 

‘‘Péters street, too, will take a bridge before 
long,’ said Mr. McBride. 

“But what about the Forsyth street bridge?” 
was asked. “When will you begin work?” 

“IT receiveda letter this morning,” said Mr. 
Turner, ‘‘from General E. P. Alexander, of the 
Central, saying that Chief Engineer Hunter was 
in Augusta, where the overflowed condition of the 
road demanded his attention, and that just as soon 
as he returned to Savannah he’d send the plans of 
the bridge back.”

The following circular has just been issued 
from the oftice of the state school commis- 


sioner : 

To the County School Commissioners of Georgia: 
I deen it ny duty tu cail your earnest attention to 
the requirements of the school law embraced in 
section 32. The county commsssioner ‘shall visit 
each school 1n bis county at least once during the 
school term, or twice if practicable, and oftener if 
required by the gem i and without notice to the 
teachers, jor the pufpose of inspecting its man- 
agement and the modes of instruction, and of giv- 
ing advice and inaking such sugyestionus as shall 
tend to elevate itin character and efticiency.” 

A faithful performance of this duty will result 
in great benefit to the schools of your county and 
to yourself. The teacher and the scholars will be 
kept continually on the lookout for the comunis- 
sioner, who May appear any day, and consequently 
be more active and diligent in the discharge of 
their duties; and you who are made, by virtue of 
your office, superintendent of the common schools 
of your county, will take greater interest in your 
important work and bring te bear in its rform- 
ance more energy, more zealand more enthusiasm. 

Your compensation, small as it is, depends, in a 

t measure, upon the number of days occupied 

y you in visiting the schuvols as determined by 

your board. Your perdiem can not exceed §3, 

and your visit to each schoolin the county must 
p®‘at least once, or twice, if practicable.” 

Keep a record of your visits. This information 
will be required in your pext consolidated reports 
to this department. 

Your attention is also directed to section 46: 
“That it shall be the duty of the county school 
commissioner of each of the counties of this state 
to make a report of the school operations of the 
preceding year to the grand jury, at the spring 
term of court, and to place his books before them 
for examination ; and in making up the general 
presentinents, it shall be the duty of the jury to 
take proper notice of the matters thus brought to 
their attention.” 

This I regard asa vWery “ny ggg requirement 
of the law, for it is intended to bring you as an 
official, and the cause you represent, in review be- 
fore the grand inquest of the county. Whata 
splendid opportunity to touch the great heart of 
your people and make it throb in unison with the 
demand for more education in Georgia! You 
could even “lay your hands” upon the judge on 
the bench and enlist his. wisdom and his elo- 
quence in stimulating the people to greater 


learnestly advise you to make these reports as 
full and complete as the circumstances will per- 
, Mit, showing qpearty ‘the school operatious of last 

year in detail,’ the management of the funds in 
your charge, the property acquired by the board 
in schoolhouses, school furniture, etc., the in- 
creased interest in education in your county, and, 
if it is possible for you to say it, the gradual blot- 
ting out of illiteracy in your county. 

I request you to send a copy of your report to 
the grand jury tome;and this department will 
appreciate a copy of any cominents the rE jury 
may make upon the report submitted by you. 
These reports will furnish much yaluable material 
which can be utiiized in the next biennial report 
to be issued from this department. If your court 
has already been held and your report made, you 
can doubtless obtain a copy of the report and com- 
ments of the grand jury, which.you can send to 
this office. 

Your faithful performance of these duties 
will bring us together in closer bonds of united 
efort for the good of the common schools of Geor-

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A CALL FOR A COVENTION IN THE 
INTERESTS OF THE WORLD’S FAIR. 


Its Object Isto Have Georgia Represented 
at the Colambian Exposition—The | 
Agricultural Society’s Movement. 


Georgia is going to be represented at the 
world’s fair. 

That is the indication at present. 

Two movements looking to proper represen- 
tation at the great fair have been inaugurated, 
and as everybody in Georgia appreciates the 
necessity of a splendid exhibit at the great 
fair, itis safe to predict that both of these 
movements will bring good resulis. 

The first of these movements was that of 
the State Agricultural Society, which ap- 
pointed @ committee to take the matter under 
consideration. 

The Governor’s Call. 

Yesterday the Governor issued a call fora 
convention to meet in Atlanta on May 6th. 
The governor’s cali is as follows: 

STATE OF GEORGIA, EXEOUTIVE DEPARTMENT: 
Atlanta, Ga., March 13, 1891.—To the People of 
Georgia: The Columbian exposition, to be held 
at Chicago in 1893, will furnish an opportunity to 
advertise to the world the resources of our state. 
It seems now generally agreed, by the press and 
the people, that such advertisement should be 
made by a display of our products, minerals and 
woods, accompanied by circulars descriptive of 
Water powers, climate and the industrial and 
educational prospects of our people. 

Other states, almost without exception, are 
making large appropriations from their state 
funds to avail themselves of this splendid oppor- 
tunity. In the opinion of many legal gentlemen, 
the constitution of our state will not allow the use 
of the state’s money for this purpose. If this be 
true, and something is not done looking to an ex- 
hibit by private subscription and individual ef- 
fort, Georgia will be put at great disadvantage in 
this mentor: cya display, and lose the place she 
has worthily won as the leader ot progress and de- 
velopment at the south. 

With a view to some concert of action, I have 
been repeatedly urged to calla convention of the 
people of the state to consider the pcessibility of an 
exhibit for the world’s fair, and to devise means 
and plans for seguring it, if it should be desired. 

I, therefore, respectfully request a convention of 
the representative interests of the state, to con- 
81st of the following delegates: The congressional 
district vice presidents of the State Agricultural 
Society; the congressional district lecturers 
of | the state alliance; the president, 
vice president and _ secretar of the 
state fair; the presidents, vice presidents and sec- 
retaries of all the expositions held in the state; 
the presidents, vice presidents and secretaries of 
all the county fairs held in the state; the mayors 
of all the incorporated towns and cities of the 
state ; and the general managers of all the rail- 
roads doing business in the state, together with 
the commissioners already appointed to represent 
the state at Chicago during the exposition. The 
gentlemen named will be authorized to appoint 
their alternates, in the event it 1s not possible for 
them to attend the convention in person. 

In order that the convention may act advisedly 
in the matters before it, I will invite Hon. John L. 
Hopkins, of Atlanta, and Hon. Andrew Cobb, of 
Athens, to deliver matured opinions upon the au- 
thority given the general assembly, by the consti- 
tution, to make appropriations. 

This convention will meet in the hall of the 
house of representatives, at 9 o’clock, op the 
morning of the 6th of May. W. J. NORTHEN.
